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SIXTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COLUMBIA 
INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF 


Columbia Institution fob the Deaf, 

Kendall Green, 

WasTiingtoUf D. C., September 1, 19W. 

Sir: During the fiscal year July 1, 1925, through June 30, 1926, 
there were under instruction in the advanced department of the 
institution, known as Gallaudet College, 77 men and 50 women, a 
total of 127, representing the District of Columbia, Canada, and 40 
States. This is an increase of 5 compared with the preceding year. 

In the primary and grammar department, known as the Kendall 
School, there were under instruction 30 boys and 28 girls, a total of 
58. This is an increase of 7 compared with the preceding year. 
Of the total in this department, 50 were admitted as beneficiaries of 
the District of Columbia. 

There were admitted to the institution 34 males and 21 females; 
discharged, 23 males and 22 females. 

.HEALTH 

The fiscal year ending June 30, 1926, was an exceptional year in 
the history of our institution in regard to illness. Two deaths 
occurred in the primary department, one from pneumonia and one 
from convulsions. These are the only deaths which have occurred 
among the pupils of our Kendall School for over 25 years, and they 
caused great sadness among our children. 

A few light cases of measles developed during the latter part of the 
year in the primary department, when there was a great epidemic of 
measles in the city. 

In the collegiate department there were many cases of grip and 
two cases of rheumatic fever. One of these was a very stubborn 
one, requiring months of treatment in a local hospital before recovery. 
In the collegiate department there were also three cases of scarlet 
fever, two among the young men and one among the faculty con¬ 
tracted, no doubt, from the care of one of the student cases. All 
of the young men of the college were tested for immunity to scarlet 
fever and those who showed that they were not so immune were 
given treatment to immunize them. All recovered without com¬ 
plications. 

COURSE OF INSTRUCTION 

The course of instruction in the collegiate department remained 
the same as during the previous year. 

The course of study in the Kendall School was extended further 
than usual in order to prepare several promising candidates for admis¬ 
sion to college, two of whom were admitted, in June, to the pre¬ 
paratory class. 
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EKPORT OP COLUMBIA INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF 


NEEDS OP THE INSTITUTION 

No action has yet been taken to meet the very pressing need for 
more dormitory space for our students, particularly in the advanced 
department. Every year there are so many worthy candidates for 
admission to the college that, for the past few years, it has been 
necessary to form a waiting list. The list this year has been par¬ 
ticularly long and it will bo impossible to accommodate some worthy 
candidates. The proposal to build an administration building to 
take care of offices, classrooms, library, and other activities now 
housed in the college men’s dormitory, suggested for the past three 
years, still seems the best solution for the lack of housing. 

1 he increase in the number of students in the college has averaged 
5 per cent per year for over 10 years. It is evident, therefore, that 
not only more dormitory space should be provided, but also additions 
to the teaching force. 

Attention has already been called to the great demand for trained 
teachers of the deaf and to the desire on the part of schools through¬ 
put the country that this institution train a larger number of young 
people for our profession. This demand, if met, will require addi¬ 
tional instructors and room. 

RESEARCH WORK AT THE COLUMBIA INSTITUTION FOR THE 

DEAF 

During the past school year Dr. Rolicrt H. Gault, of Northwestern 
University, has continued his special investigations in regard to the 
understanding of speech by means of the sense of touch. Particular 
attention has been given to experiments combining the sense of 
touch and sight and to work with young pupils. Encouraging 
advance has been made in this investigation and it is believed that 
the work will be continued another year through the continued 
application of private funds to the work. 

The results of the survey of the schools for the deaf, made by 
Professor Day, formerly of this institution, and Professor Fusfeld, 
arc now being published in the American Annals for the Deaf under 
the direction of Professor Fusfeld as editor. Valuable information 
as to the amount of hearing of deaf pupils and as to their success 
in .speech and speech reading has already been printed as well as uch 
information in regard to the organization and equipment of schools 
throughout the country. This work will bo continued during the 
corning year.

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REGULATIONS 

I ' 

1. The academic year is divided into three terms, the first beginning on the 
Wednesday before the last Wednesday in September and closing on the 24th of 
December; the second beginning on the 29th of December and closing the next 
to the last Friday in March; the third beginning on the following Monday and 
closing the second Wednesday in June. 

2. The vacation is from the second Wednesday in June to -the Wednesday 

before the last Wednesday in September. , 

3. There are holidays at Thanksgiving, Christmas, Washington's Birthday, 
Easter, and Decoration Day, ' 

4. Pupils may visit their homes during the regular vacation period and on 
the above-named holidays, but at no other time unless for some special urgent 
reason, and then onlv by permission of the president. 

6. The bills for the maintenance and tuition of pupils supported by their 
friends must be paid semiannually in advance. 

6. The charge for pay pupils is $500 per annum. This sum covers expenses 
in the primary department except clothing and extraordinary medical attention, 
and in the college except clothing, books, and e.xtraordinary medical attention. 

7. All deaf mutes of teachable age, of good mental capacity, and properly 
belonging to the District of Columbia are received without charge. To students 
from the States and Territories who have not the means of defraying all the 
expenses of the college cour.se the board of directors renders such assistance as 
circumstances seem to require, so far as the means at its disposal will allow. 

8. It is expected that the friends of pupils will provide them with clothing, 
and it is important that upon entering or returning to the institution they should 
be supplied with a sufficient amount for an entire year. All clothing should be 
plainly marked with the owner’s name. The students arc required to furnish 
their own towels. 

9. All letters concerning pupils or applications for admission should be ad¬ 
dressed to the president. 

10. The institution is open to visitors during term time on Thursdays between 
the hours of 9 a. m. and 3 p. m. Visitors are welcome at chapel service on Sun¬ 
day afternoons at 5 p. m. 
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
